In the olden days men made prognostica- 
| tions of the weather by the aid of agencies 
|then at hand. By ciosely observing the 
| morning and the evenings, and phenomena 
| which presented themselves Yefore and after 
arain, they were enabied to arrive at v 
saze conclusions touching the weather. We 


familiar proverb: 
“Evening red and morning gray, 
Will set the traveler on his way ; 
Bat evening gray and morning red 
Wii bring down rain upon his head.” 

To impart a small degree of interest to this 
communication I propose to say something of 
the instruments used, the date of their in- | 
vention, etc, 

The subject interests me very much. I 
have, therefore, been a close observer of “re- 
ports and probabilitics” flashed to us daily 
from the Signal office at Washington. What 
[ here offer ge Mr. Editor, are facts care- 
fully collected, my individual opinion, and 
the learned opinions of others. I lay no 
claim to originality. 

To Aristotle belongs the honor of having 
collected in his work, de meteoria, the current 
prognostics of the weathér, particularly those 
most popular among the ptians. Follow- 
ing in his footsteps, came Theophrastus, one 
of A’s pupils, who classified the opinions 
then prevaicnt regarding the weather, under 
the heads: rains, winds; storms, and fair 
weather. Without instruments of any kind 
the discussion of these subjects was pursued 
in acommon place style. Men were satisfied, 
however, that nature was not governed by 
accidental laws. What was granted them, 
was, as already intimated, sufficient for their 
days. They lived in the hope that meteorol- 
ogy would one day rise to the dignity of a 
science. It received its first impulse in that 
direction, when Otto Von Guericke, who in 
1650 had invented the air pump (the idea oc- 
curring almost simultaneously to Rob't Boyle 
and himself,) invented an air-balance and 
glass figures used to show variation in tempe- 
rature. 

then came Evangelista Fornicelli, pupils 
of Galileo, who gave to the world, in 1643, 
that invaluable instrument known as the ba- 
rometer, It was, of course, projected on the 
simplest pian. His experiment established 
the fact that a great pressure of ai causes 
the mercury to ascend, and a less pressure to 
lecends; thata falling barometer indicates 
rain, and a rising barometer fair weather ; 
that the severity of the Ubrestening rain or 
storm is as the rapidity with which the mer- 
cury falls. 

vito Guericke, and others, improved Torri 
celti’s invention, Which has become more and 
more perfect. 

jt isa very pleasant, if not 4 very striking 
coincidence, that the thermometer and by- 
rrometer, the invaluable adjuncts of the ba- 
rometer, were invented in the i7th century, 
band in hand with the last named instrument. 

Want of space forbids my saying anything 
of the part taken in these interesting dis- 
coveries by Hadley, Dalton, Daniell, Hum- 
polit and others. Let it suffice that the data 

ifforded by these three great agencies—agen- 
cies which unite to promote man’s hygeinic 
condition and warn Lim of approaching dan- 
serif he will but observe and obey—have 
been all the while commanding the anpuaily 
increasing aliention of the thinking men of 
the day. 

The idea obtained for a considerable time 
that storms had their origin in the sea, and it 
was dcemed advisable to inaugurate a sys- 
tiem of meteorological -observations at sea, 
that shipping and our coast night be some- 
what advantaged. It was mainly due to the 
persistent effort of Commodore Maury, (now 
the honored President of the University of 
Alabama.) that, in 1853, a convention of the 
great maratime powers of the world was 
held at Brussels.

The results of observations made at sea, in 
times of peace as well as war, are of the most 
gratifying nature, BSearecly had the system 
been inaugurated beforegit had grown rapidly 
in the estimation of men by reason of the 
saving of numbers of lives and millions of 
property at sea, 

But for the fear of being tedious, 1 might 
present you with a number of instances where- 
in ships have been enabled, by heeding the 
monitions of these agencies, to escape most 
destructive storms. 

A minute examination into winds, ocean 
currents, and other phenomena, have estab- 
lished the fact that storms have their origin 
on the land, and that the sea is but a part of 
their arena. 

Acting upon this theory, the United States 
has established points of observation in va- 
rions section of the country. England hasa 
similar system. The science is receiving at- 
tention in Prussia, Russia and France. Sa- 
vans have for some time been at work trying 
to determine the cause which affect the rain- 
fall in the basins of the Saone and Rhone. 
The disastrous flooding of the last named 
river prompted those inquiries. The causes 
having been ascertained; nothing will likely 
prevent timely warning being given to those 
most interested. 

The land system is not yet all it should be. 
[tis hoped too that the same co-operation 
will be secured on land as on the sea. The 
success of the system in the United Btates 
proves the value which daily “probabilities,” 
etc., by the Atlantic cable, would be to 
| Europe, and «vice verses. Just as our ship- 


warned of approaching storms, so yessels 
about to sail from the other shores of the 
Atlantic can be advised of storms which 
leave our side Europeward. 

It has come to this that no man, fit to be 
master of aship, need feel any grave appre- 
hensions for the safety of his gallant vessel if 
he will only act in obedience to the laws dis- 
covered as governing the ocean. He may

Business continues to improve. The ten- 
dency of the market is to a livelier develop- 
ment and increase of transactions. Mer- 
chants in anticipation of increased business 
have increased their facilities for meeting the 
demand, and all branches of trade have am- 
ple stocks. Our merchants deal with first 
hands, and buying for cash can compete with 
any market. The only drawback bas been 
the unjust freight discrimination against them. 
But we are gratified to learn that since the 
union of our business men as a Chamber of 
Commerce this evil is fast being remedicd. 
Merchants wishing to obtain supplies will 
still find Atlanta their best market. 

Atlanta is a fine cotton uarket. The first 
bale of cotton was received here on the 17th 
ult., and brought thirty cents per pound. 
These is an active demand for consumption 
by home mills for cotton, and we quote the 
market firm at 17} to 174c for New York mid- 
diings. 

The stock of corn is being gradually re. 
duced, We quote Western white in car load 
lots at 90 cents and Tennessee 85, Small jots 
93a 950, There is no Georgia wheat in mar- 
ket. Our millers obtain their supplies from 
the West in bulk. The stock of oats is light 
and inferior at 65c. Tarley and rye are in 
light supply and command from $1 15 to 
$1 25. 

Meats show 4 better feeling. The supply 
of clear sides is light, and the stock of hams 
is reduced. There is a full stock of clear rib 
sides and bulk mets. 


The stock of flour is ample, aad the demand 
very good, The market shows no tendency 
to recede or advance.
